Out of a Boating Party of Four Peo-

A Female Aeronaut Severely Injured at 
the Cliff House—Mysterious Death 
of a.

Francisco, April 16. the As- 
sociated Press.| Henry Shreeder and 
sister, aged i5, and George Reinfeldt, 
making three of a pleasure party of 
four, were drowned in the bay this 
afternoon by the capsizing of a skiff, 
Mrs. Reinfeldt being rescued. The 
party had gone from Bay View in a 
sloop to Shag Rock for the pur- 
pose of spending the day. The 
sloop was anchored about a hundred 
yards from the shore .and the landing 
made in a small boat. The day was 
merrily. spent despite the ,boisterous 
wind, and this afternoon the party em- 
barked for the return home.

blowing hard, aud- the boat turned 
over. Herman Briel saw the acci- 
dent from the rock and rowed 
swiftly to. the helpless  pleasure- 
seekers. When he reached the over- 
turned boat, however, all had disap- 
peared from view except Mrs. Rein- 
feldt. He dragged her into his boat in 
an ‘unconscious condition. Meanwhile 
Briel had lost anoar and drifted help- 
less in the rough seas. <A passing 
oyster sloop, however, saw them, and, 
with some trouble and danger, effected 
their rescue. 


CHINESE PASSPORTS. 


A Large Number of Forged Documents 
Discovered. 

St. Paut, April 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A Ta¢oma special to the 
Pioneer Press says. ‘Hundreds of forged 
Chinese passports have been discovered. 
Collector Wasson of the Puget Sound 
District has virtually decided to put 
into effect the exclusion of Chinamen., 
Thirty-two ‘Chinese actors for the. 
World’s Fair and 241 Chinese mer- 
chants will be returned to China 
Wednesday. Collector Wasson, acting 
upon orders from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has refused to recognize their 
certificates of identification, upon 
which they have heretofore been ad- 
mitted.” 

Tacoma, April 16.—Collector Wasson 
states that he believes most of the cer- 
tificates held by the 242 Chinese on 
board the steamer Mogul are forged, 
and will allow none to land unless they 
furnish complete proof of previous resi- 
dence in the United States. 

(Mont.,) April 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Atty.-Gen. Haskell 
has submitted an opinion to Gov. 


‘Rickards on the action of the Butte City 


Council in directing that all city em- 
shall not patronize Chinamen. 
The opinion indorses the Council’s action: 
as proper. The Attorney-General holds 
that it is not a violation of any .treaty 
and that the City Council has the right 
to protect the municipality from any 
danger of pauperism. 

CONFESSED THE CRIME. 
The Murderers of Postmaster Good Under 

Arrest, 

Fresno, April 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] William S. James and 
Thomas Jones, men of unsavory rec- 
ords, have been apprehended for the 
murder of Acting Postmaster Good at 
Tarpey, a small place near Fresno, last 
October. Good was stabbed to death in 
the middle of the night by unknown 
men, their purpose evidently being rob- 
bery. Some days since James was ar- 
rested here ona trivialcrime, and, being 
suspected of the Good murder, was 
frightened by the authorities and 
made a confession, implicating Jones 
and himself. Jones has been in Texas 
since the murder. He has been ar- 
rested and is now on the way here. 
James says Jones planned and executed 
the murder. The two men drove to 
Tarpey, where they expected to ‘hold 
up’’Good by calling him to the door, 
and rob the postofiice. James waited 
in a buggy while his confederate 
James says 
Jones soon returned, and gave him $5, 
but said nothing about the murder. 
Good was found dead one hundred yards 
from the postoffice. He had apparently 
endeavored tocrawl to his brother’s 
house after being fatally hurt, and 
died on the way. Jones fled to Texas, 
but James stayedin Fresno. The rob- 
bers secured only a few dollars. 


ACCIDENTS TO BALLOONS. 


A Young Woman Severely Injured at the 
Clufm House, 

San Francisco, April 16.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Miss Millie Hagle, a 
female aeronaut, sustained frightful in- 
juries by a collision with a building 
while making an ascension at the Cliff 
House this afternoon, and may die.

A Fight in a Pennsylvania Mining Town

HazguTon (Pa.,) April 16. —[By tbe 
Associated Press.) The trouble which 
has been brewing between the Hunga- 
rians and Italians of Milnesville and 
vicinity for some time terminated last 
night in a bloody battle, and as a result 
two men are’dead and two are missing.’ 
The latter two are supposed to be lying 
at the bottom of amine-hole. Three 
others: wereseriously injurede- 
About 10 ofelook last night a party of 
four Hungarians were attacked by 
eleven italians. The fight that en- 
sued was terrific. The Italian stiletto 
played. havoc . the Hungarians. 
The latter weré ‘Yargely outnum- 
bered, and, becoming dismayed, 
broke and fied precipitately. The 
yells. and whoops of the victorious 
Italians soon attracted a large number 
of villagers to the scene. James Chris- 
tie was shot inthe right shoulder, and 
Michael Mortenzis’ skull was fractured, 
and he has since died in the hospital. 
Mike Bortz was shotin the mouth and 
died shortly afterward. Another man, 
known as No. 408, is. missing. He is 
supposed to be at ‘the bottom of a 
mine hole. Another Hungarian is 
missing, and he is supposed to have met 
the same fate. In a boarding-house 
there are a number of wounded men, 
but it is impossible to obtain the ex- 
act result of their injuriés or names. 


RUSSIAN TREATY. 


The Probable Reason Why It Has Not: 


Been Signed. 

April 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The probable reason 
for the’ hitherto unexplained delay in 
the exchange of the ratifications 
of the extradition treaty re- 
cently concluded with Russia became 
known today. It was learned that the 
delay in making the exchange is doubt- 
less due to the absence of the Czar from 
St. Petersburg. He is visiting his sec- 
ond son in the Crimea, a great distance 
from St. Petersburg, and the means of 
communication are comparatively slow. 
It is believed, however, the Czar’s au- 
thentication of the Russian copy of the 
treaty isnow in St. Petersburg, and 
that the formality of the exchange 
Will soon be enacted. 

It is of interest in this connection to 
note that the ratification of the treaty 

of extradition with France, which was 

ragftied at about thesame time as the 
Russian, has not yet been reported to 
the Department of State, although the 
American copy has been in Paris for 
some weeks.

Animated Sunday Afternoon Scenes 
at Fortress Monroe. 


Naval Officers Comment on Russia’s Haste 
to Welcome the Tri-color of 
France—Incidents of 

the Days 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Fortress Monroe (Va.,) April 16.— 
[By the Associated Press.] The flag of 
Italy and the tri-color of France float 
today over the white-capped waves that 
restlessly rise and fall in Hampton 
Roads. Two new foreign vessels have 
arrived, the Giovanni Bausan and the 
Jean Bart, making seventeen men-of- 
warin the harbor. All the afternoon 
a brilliant picture was presented, 
launches and cutters sped to and fro 
across the waters, carrying parties to 
the men-of-war and back again. The 
excursion boats were thronged with 
spectators, and were moving monu- 
ments of flags. A score of yachts, with 
signals and pennants as varied as a 
kaleidoscope, added to the beauty of 
the scene. 

Upon the shore there were bustling 


| throngs in the hotels} and the gay 


groups of stylishly dressed worien on 
the broad and sunny piazzas gave a 
spirit of animation to a Sunday scene 
that would have made ‘the Puritan 
fathers seek refuge in a bleak forest of 
another continent. 

When the French ship Jean Bart 
came to anchor, the captain of the 
General Admiral stepped into a gig and 
started as rapidly as four oars could 
carry him toward the new arrival, 
reaching the latter’s side while the, 
boarding officer from the Baltimore! 
was still some distance away, and was 
received with due honors. The gen- 
eral impression of the naval officers 
was that the ostentatious haste of 
the Russian to welcome the latest ar- 
rival was meant to emphasize the 
friendly relations which Russia desires 
to cultivate with France. 

Admiral Walker, however, in speak- 
ing of the incident, was not disposed to 
regard itin this light, and said any 
vessel could thus formerly welcome 
another, there belag no established 
rule of precedenée.

The only otker incidents of the day 
were the reporting for duty of the 
young Danish lieutenant, who is to 
serve onthe staff of Admiral Walker, 
and the Sunday services. The latter 
were in progress asthe Jean Bart ar- 
rived, and were sadly disturbed by the 
booming cannon. 

It is believed tonight that the British 
squadron of five vessels, under command 
of the-Vice-Admiral, is lying off the Vir- 
ginia capes, preparatory to entering the 
roads early in the morning. 

The roads tonight presented an un- 
usually brilliant effect. Admiral Ger- 
hardi will give the first dinner to the 
visiting officers and the commanders of 
our ships on Tuesday night, and from 
then on until the departure of the fleet 
for New York there will be rounds of 
dinners and entertainments throughout 
the week. Each ship in the fleet will 
be expected to entertain the officers of 
some foreign ship, to be designated by 
Admiral Gerhardi, ‘and this in itself 
will keep every ship busy looking after 
the enjoyments of our guests during the 
day; and in the evening they will attend 
the naval dances at the hotel.

New York Waiters Strike for Better

New York, Avril 16.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The threatened strike 
of the waiters, which the lattgr say 
will become general within the next 
few days, was inaugurated last evening 
at the Holland House and the Hotel 
Waldorf. Both hotels were so short 
handed in consequence that some of the 
guests could not be served.

Mayor Buls Attacked by the Rioters 
and ‘Seriously Injured, 


The Streets of the City Given Up to the 
Mob and the Police—Several are 
. Wounded During 
the Day. 


By Telegraph to The Times. — | 
Bresseis, April 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press. | This has been a 
day of extreme watchfulnéss and anx- 
iety on the part of the authorities 
throughout Belgium. The reports from 
all points indicate that the strike is 
spreading steadily and that the temper 
of the strikers is growing worse. In 
this city the morting passed without 
disturbances of any sort. Several 
suffrage meetings were held, but they 
were orderly = the speeches were not 

violent. 


This afternoon, however, thousands 
of workingmen held a turbulent meet- 
ing outside of the city limits. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to denounce 
the proclamation of the Mayor pro- 
hibiting a public demonstration in favor 
of universal suffrage. The crowd be- 
came uproarious and shouted for re- 
verge upon-the Mayor. The police 
ordered the crowd to disperse, but the 
workingmen answered them with jeers. 
The police drew their swords and ad- 
vanced. Someof those in the crowd 
fired revolvers and a few threw stones, 
but the rest retreated, without showing 
fight, toward the city. Nobody was in- 
jured. 

Mayor Buls was waiking home an hour 
later, when some two bundred Social- 
ists returning from the meeting met 
himon the street. They hooted, and 
jostled him, and one of them struck him 
a heavy blow with a stick on the head. 
He fell, bleeding and unconscious, to 
the pavement. The police charged the 
Socialists, and after a fight of ten min- 
utes dispersed: them. Mayor Buls was 
still unconscious When taken home, but 
recay 


ing, and ‘probably will be able tor r@- 


sume his official duties within a few 
days. 

This evening turbulent crowds fought 
the police in several districts of the 
city.. In one instance the mob became 
so threatening that the mounted police 
chargéd them with drawn swords. The 
rioters threw a jar of Greek fire and 
stones among the police. Many of the 
mob were cut or: trampled upon and 
twelve were arrested. Several police- 
men .were burned and bruised. The 
city has every appearance of a state of 
siege, all the places of amusement being 
deserted, and the police and rioters 
have the streets to themselves. 

A’dispatch from Mons says the rioters 
have had possession of many of the 
streets there since early in the after- 
noon. Reinforcements of soldiers have 
been sent there from this city. 

Despite the increasing riotousness of 
the people, King Leopold opened today 
before an immense crowd the new park 
conservatories at Laeken. The people 
were perfectly. orderly and received 
the King enthusiastically. 

Paris, April t6.—M,. Bouree, the 
French Ambassador to Belgium, has re- 
turned to Paris in response to a summong3 
from the government for a conference 
as to the,revolt of the Belgium work- 
ingmen. The revolt has become so 
threatening that it is believed Germany, 
and Austria will be justified, under the 
treaty of 1881,in interfering to the 
support of the crown. 


CHILEAN AFFAIRS, 


Order Restored at Santiago—The Ref- 
ugees. 

VaLparaiso, April 16.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Order has been en- 
tirely restored in Santiago. A thor- 
ough investigation has been made of 
the explosions in the Casa de Moneda, 
which caused great excitement. They 
were caused by escaping gas, and not 
by dynamite. 

El Heraldo says: following 
cable message has been sent President 
Cleveland by the American residents of 
Santiago and Valparaiso: ‘Minister

Lively and picturesque as all Kansas 
elections are bound to be, the one yes- 
terday was gay bevond all precedent. 
Next fall submission wiil be made of the 
constitutional amendment giving 
women the full suffrage, and in prep- 
aration for that the girls of Kansas, 
who already enjoy the privilege of vot-. 
ing at municipal elections, came out in 
force. ‘They rode in carriages, cheered 
the candidates and, we suppose, went 
on a glorious spree of caramels after 
the returns were in. 

One curious feature of the vote was 
the unanimity with which the women 
supported the Republican candidates, 
except in Atchison, where the Demo- 
cratic aspirant for the Mayoralty, a 

young and popular gentleman, won the 

most of their votes. Elsewhere the 
rule among the girls was to hit a Demo- 

cratic head wherever it appea ed. 

Another odd phase of the election was 

the enthusiasm of the black women. Of 

the entire girl vote about one-sixth was 

cast by ladies of colo:. 

In Kansas City, Kas., nearly all the 
women voted with much solemnity. 
Some took their bawvies tothe polls with 
them. A woman, Mrs. Anna Potter, 
was candidate for Mayor. She rode 
around town cheering her supporters, 
and the size of the woman vote scared 
her opponent. But when the ballots 
were counted, lo! Mrs. Potter was 
awfully beaten. The women, to use the 
easy description of the Kansas City 
correspondent, ‘‘knifed her from start 
to finish,’’ and elected a large, coarse 
man named Barnes. Three thousand 
six hundred of them voted and only 
fifty of them voted for Mrs. Potter. 
How those dear girls do love each 
other. 


Betting in Austria, 
{London Standard. } 

The Austrian government appears to 
be thoroughly in earnest in its en- 
deavor to suppress betting, especially 
among the poorer classes. Bookmakers 
have already to pay income tax and 
license duty, but in addition @o this a 
new bill has been introduced, imposing 
upon them a tax of 5 per cent. on the 
amount of all bets. A man who risks 
£100 and wins £1000 vould, 
perhaps, grumble no more. at 
having £50 deducted from his winnings 
than any one who comes in for an un- 
expected windfall at the death of a dis- 
tant relation would compiain of having 
to pay legacy duty. But the provision 
in the bill that all bets under 100 flor- 
ins are to be reckoned, as that sum will 
put an effectual stop to minor gamb- 
ling. Noone would risk his money to 
win five florins ifthe government and 
not himself were to reap the benefit of 
the transaction; indeed, the tax 
upon all amounts under 100 flor- 
ins would be _ practically  pro- 
hibitive. Again, it, is not explained 
how the bet isto be reckoned. A wager 
of 1000 florins to 10 isa bet of one 
amount tothe layer ofodds and an- 
othertothetaker. If the former wins 
he gains only 10 florins; he is taxed 
alike on that amount as on 1000. In 
any case, should the bill become law, it 
will strike a heavy blow at the prosper- 
ity of the Austrian turf. The number 
of men who gamble for large amounts 
is in all countries comparatively small, 
and it is by the attendance and support 
of the many who wager small sums that 
race meetings are for the most part 
kept up.

The Indicted Chicago Tieket basis 
for Life. 


Where A. A. Robinson is Going--Fast 
World's Fair Trains—The Pan- 
American Road—Local 
and General, 


The hearing of the habeas corpus 
cases of the railroad ticket brokers was 
concluded in Chicago last week, -be- 
fore Judges Tuthill, McConnell and 
Dunne, and taken under advise- 
mentbythem. In concluding his argu- 
ment, Attorney Forrest said: ‘I am 
willing to make any sacrifice a lawyer 
can make to get these cases squarely 
before the Supreme Conrt,‘so as to get 
a decision that will be binding on all 
the judges of tWe State, To sustain the 
position of the relators here would be 
to send these cases on and on without 
ever receiving a binding decision.’’ In 
replying to the arguments against the 
jurisdiction of the court in the prem- 
ises, Attorney Prendergast was inter- 
rupted by Judge Tuthill, who said: ‘‘We 
have decided that it is within our juris- 
diction to decide the constitutionality 
of this law.’’ Continuing his argument, 
Attorney Prendergast said: ‘This act 
violates the Fourteenth Amendment 
and violates the State Constitution, be- 
cause it grants special immunities. ‘It 
is void, because it is special Jegislation. 
It provides yenalties for its violation by 
railroads and steamboat companies, and 
no penalty for an individual who may 
own or operate a road; no penalty fora 
receiver, as in the case of the Wabash 
road. It is an arbitrary law. It says 
the railroads must redeem unused tick- 
ets under all circumstances. This clause 
may be taken advantage of to work 
great injustice to the railroads.”” 

WOULD THE PAN-AMERICAN ROAD PAY? 

It is the opinion of Charles P. Yeat- 
man, a railroad engineer in the Repub- 
lic of Colombia, expressed in the En- 


| gineering Magazine, that the proposed 


Pan-American railway could never be 
made topay. .Togive an idea of the 
probable cost of a railroad through this 
country, he says, we can take the Pan- 
ama Railroad as a fair example. Its 
forty-seven and one-half miles of road 
cost $8,000,000, or $179,000 per 
mile. At the same rate this 300 miles 
of road would cost $53,700,000. The 
question naturally arises, ‘‘How does 
the Panama Railroad pay such high 
dividends?’ andthe answer is, simply 
by charging enormous rates. A first- 
class passenger who crosses the Isth- 
mus pays $25 in United States gold for 
his ride of forty-seven and one-half 
miles. The building of that road made 
but little difference | in the amount of 
freight carried in vessels around Cape 
Horn. Today its main traffic is in its 
passenger, mail and express service, 
and the carrying of the highest class 
of freight. “This road was built by 
American capital and under American 
management, and the records of South 
American roads show that we can build 
roads there for less than half what the 
English spent on them. 
MEXICAN RAILROAD Laws. 

City oF Mexico, April 16.—[By the 
/Associated Press.] The new law gov- 
erning the railroads ot Mexico went 
into effect yesterday. It provides that 
all tariffs must be approved by the gov- 
ernment, pregents the payment of re- 
bates, and generally wages war on any 
form of discrimination, prohibiting at 
the same time ticket scalping, and 
operation contracts or revenue pools, 
and gives the government the right to 
say what rates shall govern, fixing very 
severe fines and penalties for violations 
by the companies’ officials or agents, 
who shall always be considered, for 
every legal as of the 
company.

| SENATE BILL 693. 


Another Chapter‘on the Nefari- 
ous Business. 


The Worst Feature. of the Whole 
Disereditable Affair. 


The Part Taken by Senator Carpen- 
ter of Los Angeles. 


\ 


The Measure Signed by Him as President 
Pro Tem of the Senate, and Sent 
to the Governor to Obtain 
His Signature. 


The San Francisco Post of Saturday, 
following up the subject of Senate Bill 
693, relating to the estates of missing 
persons, which, although it was de- 
feated in the Assembly, was signed by 
the Governor, which, it is claimed, 
makes it a law, savs “the further the 
investigation is pushed, the worse ap: 
pears to be, not only the kd a itself, 
but every circumstance confected, with 
its incorporation among the statutes of 
the State.’? The Post then continucs: 


As a well-known legal gentleman of this 
city remarked only this morning. in dis- 
cussing the matter, the more completely 
the covering is stripped from the transac- 
tion the worse it smelis. In the light of 
the latest developments in regard to the 
matter, it is dificult to say .just where 
those chiefly concerned in the nefarious 
business will land when the bottom of the 
sink of flagrant iniquity shall have finally 
been reached. 


But the worse feature of the whole 
affair—worse by far than any question of 
the infamy attaching to those responsible 
for it—is the statement, which it seems 
must now be accepted, that the evil done is 
practically bevond repair. Inother words, 
it is contended, and the contention is. sup- 
ported by a number of the wost eminent 
lawyers of the State, that this infamous 
and illegally-passed measure must now re- 
main upon the statutes as a valid law. 
The members of the Supreme Court, it is 
stated, will not go back of the record made 
by the enrolling officerin relation to new 
laws, there being many Eastern prece- 
dents for this course of action. The en- 
rollment is held to be final and decisive, 


the highest legal tribunal of the State, the 
nefarious bill, crooked and improper to 
start with, defeated when presented for 
passage in the Assembly, and worked 
through subsequently to a seeming adop- 
tion by the boldest kind of chicanery, is 
now a law. 

And as the investigation progresses the 
‘part played by the father of the bill and 
its chief supporter, Senator Carpenter of 
Los Angeles, appears to grow steadily . 
worse. The fact that he personally worked 
the bill through the Senate, and after- 
ward, as president pro tem of that body, 
signed it as having been passed by both 
houses. when it seemed absolutely impessi.- 
ble that he should not have known of its 
defeat inthe Assembly, has already been 
commented on. But there now comes tes. 
timony which seems to remove the last 
particle of doubt and to place Senator Car- 
penter in a position with regard to the ne- 
farious transaction from which there 


»would appear to be absolutely no escape 
with honor. 
In Los Angeles yesterday [published in} 


THE TIMES Saturday morning] an interview 
was sought‘and obtained with Assembiy- 
man Frank G. Finlayson in regard to the 
matter, and the evidence which his state. 
ments furnish seems, so far as Senator 
Carpenter and his actions are concerned, 
to be little sbort of damniug. 

Mr. Finlayson states in brief that he took 
charge of the bill in question in the As- 
sembly, doing so at the request of Senator 
Carpenter. Out of courtesy ‘to the latter, 
the senior Senator from Los Angeles, Mr. 
Finlayson, had the bill called up out of its 
order. and it went through two readings 
without exciting any serious antagonistic 
comment. By the time it came up for the 

third reading, however. some idea of the 
probable effects of the proposed measures 
had gone abroad and astrong opposition 


-was developed against it. 


Among those who were prominent in o 
posing the bill was Mr. Dodge of Alameda 
and several of the best-known of the legal 
members of the Assembly, all of them con- 
tending that the measure was absolutely 
wrong in principle and likely to prove de- 
cidedly evil in its eftects. 

So effective were the arguments adduced 
that the majority of the members of the 
House were readilv persuaded as to thelr 
correctness, and the result was that when 
a final vote on the measure was taken its 
‘passage was defeated by a very decided 
majority. 

Even many of those who had carelessly 
supported the bill.on its first and second 
readings, now that its evil features were 
pointed out, united in opposing it. 

But the worst feature of the matter, so 
far as Senator Carpenter is concerned, is 
yet to be told. As already stated, Assem- 
blyman Finlayson had been requested to 
look after the bill in the lower house, and, 
to oblige the Senator, he did so. 

But it tailed to pass, as has been stated, 
andit was then his duty, as a matter of 
course, to tell the Senator, the introducer 
of the bill, of what had happened. This he 
‘states positively that’he did, as he has a 
distinct remembrance of discussing the de- 
feat of the bill with Carpenter shortly be-. 
fore, as near as he can recollect, the Legis- 
lature adjourned. 

In other words, Senator Carpenter cer- 
tainly did know just what had become of 
the measure that he had sought to have 
passed. He knew thatit had been defeated 

nthe Assembly—probably knew this, in 
fact, as soon‘as it happened. But if by any 
chance he failed to acquire this informa- 
tion at that particular moment, he subse- 
quently obtained it direct from the man 
whom he had charged to make the fight for 
the bill in the House.

Some of the Points Which Forcibly 
Impress a New-comer., 


Suggestions as to the Best Methods of 
Building Up the Country—What to 


Avoid and hat to

‘“‘Yet,’’ observed the man to whom the 
remark was made, ‘‘itis from the influx 
of Eastern people, ‘tenderfeet’ as we 
used to call them, that we expect most 
of our growth;’’ and it occurred to a 
sojourner passing by, who overheard 
this much of the conversation, that in 
those remarks lay one cause of South- 
ern California’s dullness, of -which he 
had heard considerable complaint the 
past year or so, 


The observant stranger traveling 


through Southern California is forcibly |. 


impressed with three or four peculi- 
arities: First, that with comparatively 
so little valley land there appears such 
a vast amount that lies apparently 
waste, at least unused or but little 
used, and this in the finest valleys as 
well as in the less eligible foothills. 
Second, the undeveloped condition of 
the country as a whole. Third, the re- 
markable beauty, fertility, richness of 
the many garden spots when seen 
at close range, and, fourth, the 
tendency of great 
class of citizens to seemingly rely 
more upon ‘‘unsurpassed  climate,”’ 
the probable gain from gourists, the la- 
bor of future immigrants, the chance of 
selling their property at an advance, to 
rely more ppon these things than upon 
their own settled, determined efforts 
and pattent exertion in developing as 
rapidly as possible the sources of wealth 
that nature has placed about them 
abundagtly. 

The vast mountain area that serves 
humanity with its mineral wealth, its 
deposits of buiiding material, of coal, of 
oil,,ete.; the mountains whose frigid 
tops, by condensing the ocean’s cloudy 
vapors, feed the crystal streams that 
fertilize the valleys; the movin 
whose shaggy sides protect, modify the 
temperature and temper the tempests 
for the encircled vales; the mountains 
that send health-giving odors, that lend 
life-stirring scenes, and need no devel- 
oping, but there remain thousands of 
acres, hundreds of miles of foothills and 
slopes, only a slight fraction of which 
is utilized, but which will some day sup- 
porta vast population of horticultur- 
ists, viticulturists, gardeners, 
much of which would be developed and 
developing were it not retarded by pre- 
ventable causes in the control, to a 
large extent, of a number of ‘‘old citi- 
zens.’?. The water question isan im- 
portant one, yet that has not hindered 
the utilizing of just such foothill 
summits and sides at and near 
Santa Barbara, .Ventura and a 
few other places.

An Interesting Sermon by the Pastor on

For Mr. Thomson translates the 
passage of scripture referring to this 
command to Eve in accordance with the 
literal Hebrew translation, which is not 
“God,’’ but rather thus alter- 
ing ghe entire meaning of the passage 

-in its.commonly accepted version.. He 
holds that it was the spirit of Christ 
Himself which ‘urged Eve on to partake 
of the fruit of knowledge and free her- 
elf from the limitations of the one 
‘arrow garden. Eve isthe type of true 
womanhood at one end of the human 
face, representing the mother of civili- 
gation and progress, and Mary, the 
‘mother of Christ, is the other ideal 
‘woman, the mother of spirituality. 

The sting of the serpent has been felt 
through all the ages. No great success 
in life is won, no lofty ambition realized, 
‘no great mission accomplished without 
the winner feeling the sting of di 
;pointments, of repeated failure, of 
‘strife and 6f sorrow- So heaven itself 
‘must be reached, not ata single bound, 
but as a reward for earnest work and 
constant striving. No passage in the

heaven is giventous. He who gains 
héaven must win his spirs—must do 
‘with his might the work God has set 

pefore him—whether it be to sweep the 

streets, to engage in ‘professional or |

PASADENA. 


Opening of a New Chureh Under 
Auspicious Circumstances. 


Ex-City Engineer Mayer Protests Against 
the Paving Specitications—Per- 
sonal Notes of Interest— 
Brevities, 


Yesterday was a great day in the history 
of the Christian Church of. Pasadena. The 
doors of the handsome new church build- 
ihg, at the northwest corner of Fair Oaks 
avenue and Mary strgpt, were thrown 
open to the public for tife first time, and ail 
day interestmg services were held in the 
presence of audiences that filled the spa- 
cious auditorium. 

Just two years ago, or on Sunday, April 
19, 1891, Elder T. D. Garvin preached his. 
rst sermon as pastor of the church. The 
congregation then worshiped in a plain, 
voorly- built structure, on Delacy street, a 
short distance south of Colorado street. 
fhe church had a membership of 106. On 
December 11, 1891, the church was blown 
flown by the oply severe windstorm that 
ever swept over Pasadena. The 
building was completely demolished, to- 

ether with most of the furniture. This 
eft the congregation $2000 in debt, and 
the total assets amounted to $400, which 
sum was realized from the sale of the lot 
and the lumber. With a debt of $1600, 
only about one hundred members and no 
place to worship in, the outlook was not 
encouraging. But. the members did not 
falter. Under the leadership of their pas- 
sor and his estimable wife, each and every 
one put their shoulders to the wheel in a 
inited effort, first to clear off the debt and 
shen to build a newchurch. : 

What has been accomplished during 
these two years of Mr. Garvin's pastorate 
inds permanent testimonial in the hand- 
tome new edifice in which religious services 
were held yesterday for the first time. 


- congregation found temporary 
quarters in a hall on» North Fair 
Oaks avenue, nearly opposite’ the 


uaew church. Here services were held 
the past year. Meanwhile the old indebted- 
_ ness had been extinguished, the money be- 
ing raised by pledges and from a series of 
dinners given by the ladies of the church, 
which proved successful beyond all expec- 
tation, although they entailed a vast 
amount of hard work. The next thing was 
to build a newchurch. Last spring a de- 
sirable site on the corner of Mary street 
and Fair Oaks avenue was purchased for 
$2000. Work was begun last September 
on the new edifice, the plans for which were 
drawn by Architect Ridgeway. Today the 
structure speaks for itself, and, although 
not fully completed, is in condition for oc- 
cupancy. The cost of construction amounts 
_in round numbers to $6000. While not as 
large as some of our churches, the buiid- 
ing will bear comparison with the best of 
them in point of architecture and in the 
convenient arrangement of the interior. 
“The main auditorium is 50 feet square. 
The pulpit occupies one corner, opposite. 
_ the main entrance. 
in this direction and the floor slopes at an 
easy angle, making the seating facilities 
excellent. Tothe east of the auditorium 
is the lecture-room, 20x36 feet, which will 
be partitioned off by curtains. A tower 12 
feet square gives an imposing appearance 
to the structure. Beneath the tower is an 
entrance-way 12x8 feet. It is the intention 
‘s00n to build a Sunday-school annex on the 
west side of the building. Back of the 
Seige is the baptistry, screened from put- 
ic view by heavy plush curtains. By a 
- sonvenient arrangement the candidate can 
enter by°a side door and descend into the 
baptistry out of view of the congregation. 
special attention has been givgh to venti- 
lation, so that foul air will neyer finda 
place in the auditorium. 

The entrance-way was decorated with 
palms and evergreens. vesterday, while 
the attractiveness of the interior was 
seightened by lavish floral ornamen- 
‘ations. The base of the pulpit plat- 
form was lined with lilies, while. 
tbove were roses jin profusion. The 
leavy garnet velvet plush curtains in the 
rear of the platform were donated by Mrs. 
Hopper, a present resident of Honolulu. A 
handsome table and two chairs were do- 
nated to the Young People’s Christian 
‘Endeavor Society by William Templeton of 
Honolulu, while the beautiful rose window 
on the south side of the building was the 
git of A. R. Pierce and family of this city. 

he window cost $100, and the rest ot the 
ttained glass windows, valued at $250, 
were paid for by a donation of $100 from 
the Sunday-school, $100 from Hon. E. H. 
Baird of Modesto and $50 from the Young 
People’s Christian Endeavor Society. . 
The firstsepyice held in the new church 
Was a sunrise prayer-meeting Bf the young 
people’s society. Sunday-school followed 

-at 9:30 o’clock, and at the regular morn- 
ing service Eider Garvin preached an elo- 
quent sermon and six new members were 
received into the church, bringing the total 
membership up to 222, more than double 
what it was two yearsago. A collection 
was taken for the church fund, which 
amounted to nearly $500. Following this 
service an elaborate lunch was served by 
the ladies in the hall opposite; which was: 
tnjoved by several hundred people. A 
vom munion service was held at 2 :30 o'clock, 
at which Elder A. J. Wood presided. Short 
\dd:: gies were made by Elders A J. Wight 
ind A. C. Smither of Los Angeles, At 6:30 
there was a young people’s meeting and 
élder B. F Coulter preached at the even- 
‘ng service. Other ministers present were 
4. B. Griffith of Glendora and W. L. Stahl 
of Golden, Colo. A large number of vis- 
‘tors were ypresent from Angeles and 
other neighboring towns. The church will 
not be formally dedicated until the out- 
standing indebtedness, amounting to about 
$1400, is paid. 

MR. MAYER AND THE PAVING SPECIFICATIONS. 

In respect to the petition against the ac- 
ceptance of any bid for paving the business 
streets under the present specifications, as 
printed in’ the Sunday TimEs, ex-City En-’ 
gineer Augustus Mayer, who is circulating 
the petition, assures the reporter that the 
paper isin no manner coupled with any 

eparticular or personal interest, and that it 
is not intended to antagonize anybody or 
any thing, save bad pavements. Mr. Mayer 
contends that the specifications and plans 
should be more definite and precise, but his 
principal objection is made against the 
proposed foundation of the pavement. 
The first material defect, he claims, is met 
with in the specifications regarding this 
part of the work, where it is stated that 
the thickness of the foundation is to be five 
inches. Itis asserted that this thickness, 
even were the toundation made of the best 
material known for foundation purposes, is 
altogether insufficient, and that a thickness 
of six inchesis thin enough. In all struc- 
lures the foundation is of paramount im- 
portance, first among all things it must be 
secure beyond question. The same holds 
true in its fullest extent as to pavements, 
especially asphalt pavement. Let the 
foundation be strong and permanent, the 
wearing surface can weil be taken care of, 
hut let the foundation be gone, everything 
gone, 
Continuing, Mr. Mayer says: 
“Even if it were granted that asphalt 
concrete is the proper material to use, the 
amount of asphaltum specified, 7 per cent., 


is altogether insufficient to resist the action | 


of the moisture in the soil for any length 
oftime. The asphaltum in such a mix. 
ture will quickly decay, and nothing but 
the gravel in the foundation will be left; 
in other words, it is well. conceded by all 
unblased persons of experience that as- 
phalt concrete is not the proper thing for 
street pavements, since it will not only 
become gradually disintegrated, but re- 
quires @ uniform and evenly-compacted 
backing. or subgrade, such as cannot be

voring asphaltum, which was adopted, to 


fore it, in that it contains no information 
in regard to the foundation of the pave- 
ments inspected. ‘Had the committee,” to. 
use Mr. Mayer’s own words, ‘‘inquired into 
this important point, it would have found 
that those pavements which presented such 
an excellent appearance are provided with 
a good cement concrete foundation, not 
with concrete,.as our specifications 
demand. The property-holders will be de- 
lighted with an asphalt pavement such as 
Fresno has the good fortuné to boast, but 
then we must follow Fresno’s example in 
the manner of construction.” 

As before stated in these coluinns, it was 
generally understood that the specifica- 
tions in question were prepared with great 
care from standard pavements in other 
towns. If they were not, and Mr. Mayer's 
objections are found to be based on fact, a 
halt should certainly be cajled jn the pro- 
ceedings before a contract is awarded.

The first the’ comstant and inconsiderate 
chatter of atew thoughtless persons upon 
the stand itself, a dificulty*that the man- 
agers of the festival will probably take pre- 
cautionstoavoldnextyear Butevenin the 
midst of this careless and excited conver-. 
sation those who were striving so hard to 
concentrate their attention upon the classes 


in regard. to which their decisions 
were to be rendered, might have 
found their task easy had it not 


been for the swift passing of thd pro- 
cession and the difficulty of distinguishing 
the different clasSes of vehicles apart. In- 
deed, clothed and. draped as they were in 
flowers, even to.the wheels, and frequently 
canopied with them, an expert carriage- 
maker could scarcely have distinguished a 
farm wagon from an open landau ora 
buggy from a spring wagon. And so the 
different classes ran into each other. No 
one covld tell where one began and the 
other ended, except where the number ot 
horses attached defined and classified the 
exhibit. 

inthe advertisément thé managers re- 
quested tho8e riding in the procession to 
‘beer in some. prominent position, worked, 
in fléwers, $f they chose. the number of 
their individual entry, a request that was 
in but few cases complied with, and it was

Ifon pass- 
ing down by the stand each vehicle had 
been revuired to come to a momentary 
stop little time would have been wasted, 
the judges would have been greatly facili- 
tated and the embarrassing chase after 
premium-winners which ensued the award 
of the banners would have been avoided. 

Would it not be well to consider the ad- 
visability of calling the carpival by its 
proper name, either the Carnival of Flowers 
or the Floral Carnival? 

The words Flower Festival convey an im- 
perfect and unfortunate meaning. 
deed, the word festival has been so abused 
by its application to church suppers and 
fairs, which are so often used merely for 
the purpose of extracting.all the money 
possible from an unwilling public. that its 
very sound has become repellant. The 
word carnival is comparatively little used, 
and better expresses the gayety, the gpro- 
fuse outlay, the merry sentiment of the oc- 
casion. And it is the word tbat is and will 
be commonly adopted and used by a ma- 
jority of our intelligent citizens and visit- 
ors. The very name will attract more vis- 
itors than the most widespread and glitter- 
ing advertisement under the name of fes- 
tival. A very minor blunder, sosmall that 
it is barely worthy of mention, was the ar- 
rangement of the Supper room. at the, 

flower ball. It had not ‘its exits and its 
entrances,’’ butexit and entrance, both in 
the singular, were one, and very narrow, 
and those who guarded the door had to 
fight back the hungry crowd pressing for 
entrance on the one side, while those whose 
appetites were Satisfied on the other side 
sought to escape through the same narrow 
opening. Too much gratitude can scarcely 
be expressed on behalf of the press; which 
at all times and upon all occasions was 
especially savored. having the best seats, 
most courteous attention and considera- 
tion.
